At this interview; besides Reval and his 
wife, was their gon, Louis Reval Jr. A man 
who says he is P. J. McDonald of 2249 Monroe 
street, and who elaims to be a detective in 
the employ of the American Secret Seryice 
eompany, also figures in the case, but he wag 
not with the Revals when the shooting took 
place and the extent of his connection has 
not been fully cleared up.

Babsommitive Agrees 
Makeup of Board and Its 
Manifold Duties. 


Inherit Existing Powers of 
Corporations Bureau. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., March 11.—[Special. ]— 


, stituting an important link in the administre- 
tion’s legislative program for the regulation 
of big business, has been practically agreed 
on by the subcommittee changed with its 
preparation. 

It will be submitted to the full committee 
on interstate commerce tomorrow, and, fol- 
lowing the adoption of a favorable recom- 
mendation, reported to the house on Friday. 

While the measure, as finally agreed on 
by the subcommittee, of which Representa- 
tive Covington is chairman, differs radically 
from the Clayton interstate trade commis- 
sion bill, it embodies all of the essentials de- 
sired by the president. 


Boa ni of Three Members. 

The bill creates a commission of three 
membera, to be appointed by the president, 
subject to the confirmation of the senate, 
at Salaries of $10,000 a year each. It shell in- 
hertt all of the existing duties, powers, and 
authority of the present bureau of corpora- 
tions, also all papers, documents, records 
and property of the bureau. 

While the principal office of the commission 
will be in Washington, the bill authorises it 
to hold sessions anywhere in the United 
States. 

It ia provided that the several bureaus end 
departments of the government shall furnish 
the commission, upon request, all records, 
papers, and information in their possession 
relating to any corporation subject to its 
Jurisdiction. 


Wide Latitude for Body. 

The bill confers upon the commission au- 
thority to examine and the right to copy, at 
all times, any documentary evidence relating 
to any corporation being investigated, and 
upon application de the commission or the 
attorney general the courts of the United 
States shall have jurisdiction to issue writs 
of mandamus, commanding any person or 
corporation to comply with any lawful re- 
quirements made by the commission. 

By direction of the president, the attorney 
general, or either house of congress, the com- 
mission shall institute investigations to ascer- 
tain whether corporations under investiga- 
tion are violating the acts in restraint of 
trade. 


May Pass on Equity Suite. 

There is a provision empowering the com- 
mission to investigete matters referred to it 
involving any question arising in any litiga- 
tiom, or any proposed decree, growing cout 
of any suit in equity brought by the attorney 
general. 


The bill confers upon the commission the 
same powers conferred upon the interstate 
commerce commission, and makes it a crime 
punishable by a nne ot $5,000 or three years’ 
tmprisonment for any person to make pubite |

STAR MEN EYE MOON ECLIPSE 


Peer on Darkened Portion of 
Satellite Through Telescopes. 


ARRIVES ON SCHEDULE TIME. 


Only Small Segment of Luminary Not 
Obseured. 


Chicago had every opportunity last night 
to watch its only 1914 eclipse of the moon. 
Atmospheric conditions were pronounced ex- 
cellent from the moment the great golden 
globe rose over Lake Michigan. It entered 
the shadow of the earth until only a small 
arc of ita brightness remained. 

Scientists in the Dearborn observatory at 
Northwestern university and in the Yerkes 
observatory at Williams Bay, Wis., spent a 
large part of the evening at their telescopes. 
While they attached little scientific impor- 
tance to the eclipse, they watched it closely 
because of the opportunity to study the dark- 
ened space of the moon. 


Enters Penumbra at 8:41. 

Technically the moon entered the penum- 
bra of the earth at 8:41, but it was not until 
a mament later that the shadows became 
visible. 

The darkened space first showed on the 
southeastern arc of the circle, and then 
spread, more across the upper hemisphere 
than the lower, until at 10:13, the middle 
point of the eclipse, the bright segment lay 
at the lower southwestern line. At that in- 
stant 91 per cent of the moon's surface was 
darkened, but, faintly luminous, the re- 
mainder of the orb could be distinguished 
with the naked eye. 

Stars not discernible while the full bril- 
Hance was streaming down upon tis earth 
could be seen then. These were examined 
by the scientists,

Then the darker circle continued its enst- 
ward passage until at 11:44 the complete glory 
of the full moon could be seen again. It had 
seemed to take on a brownish, almost reddish, 
tone as the earth's shadow fell across it, 
but now again it was golden. 

It was said at the Yerkes observatory that 
plans to photograph the eclipse had not been 
carried out. Director E. P. Frost was at the 
telescope early in the evening, but left before 
| the eclipse reached its middle point.

| Federal Supervision of Interstate 


Shipments Is Urged. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.} 

Washington, D. C., March 11.—[Special.}— 
Federal supervision of the state inspection 
of grain shipped in interstate commerce is 
proposed in an administration bik intro- 
duced in the house today by Representative 
Lever of South Carolina, chairman of the 
committee on agriculture. 

The measure was drafted by the grain 
standatdization’experts of the department of 
agriculture and has the approval of Secre- 
tary Houston. Farmers and grain exchange 
thembers will be invited to present their 
views of the proposed legislation to the.com- 
mittee on agriculture at an early date. 


Uniform Grading Aim. 

Legislation of this character is desired by 
the department as a means of making uni- 
form the various systems of state inspec- 
tion and of enforcing the acceptance of the 
grading of grains proclaimed as official by 
the government. 
The result of such legislation would be 
the establishment virtually of federal grain 
inspection without cost to the federal goy- 
ernment. The bill specifically provides that 
the. secretary of agriculture shall be author- 
ized to pay no more than a nominal salary 
to any inspector licensed under the act. 


State Would Pay Expenses i 

The state inspection systems would con- 
tinue in operation and the states would pay 
the expenses, but the federal government 
would control all inspection by these state 
officers of grain entering into interstate 
commerce. Fines of from $200 to $1,000 are 
proposed as penalties for violation of the 
regulations by inspectors or others. 

The house rules committee will consider 
the question of a congressional investiga- 
tion of grain and cotton future trading at 
a meeting tomorrow. Chairman Henry will 
propose that the committee recommend an 
inquiry by a joint committee of senators and 
representatives for the purpose of determin- 
ing whether futuré trading benefits or harms 
the interests of the people generally.

ia BUREAU ae LABOR SAFETY. 


‘Pian ‘Embodied in Mann- Bremner 
Measure Is to Reduce Hazards of 
Railroad Employes. 


Washington, D. C., March 11.—[Special.]— 
A bill providing for the creation of a bureau 


‘lof labor safety in the department of labor 


was passed unanimously by the house of rep- 
resentatives today. 

The measure embodies the provisions of 
bills introduced by Republican Leader Mann 
and by the late Representative Bremner of 
New Jersey. It is proposed that the bureau 
investigate, test, and recommend the adop- 
tion ‘of the most efficacious devices for re- 
ducing the hazard of various’ occupations. 
The bill also provides for a museum of labor 
safety devices. 

“The great trouble with labor safety,“ Mr. 
Mann said during a speech on the bill, “is 
to get the employés to obey the rules, and we 
must find methods by whichgghey automat- 
ically: will obey the rules. e interstate 
commerce cammission is compelled to ac- 
knowledge the large proportion of train ae- 
cidents are due to dereliction of duty on the 
part of employees. f 

Now, if we can install labor safety devices 
and methods which do not depend wholly 
upon the volition of the employé as to 
whether he obeys a rule or regulation, we 
will to that extent add to his insurance and 
safety. I think we can obtain these devices.“

O'HARA RULING NOT GIVEN. 


Nothing to Show Lieutenant Governor 
Blocked Ettelson Bill. 


Copies of the Senate Journal for the legis- 
lative session of 1918 arrived in Chicago 
this week from Springfield. Persons inter- 
ested in the old style method used in killing 
private banks legislation last winter were 
surprised to find that the only record roll 
call in the senate on the private banks bill 
is in the Journal, but in such shape that 
expert search is necessary to find it. 

It is recalied the private banks bill, which 
would have placed all so-called banks 


‘under state supervision, was slaughtered 


in the senate committee on banks and bank- 
ing, of which Senator William A. Compton 
of Macomb was the chairman. 


Ettelson Made Fight. 

Senator Ettelson of Chicago had introduced 
the bill which was killed with neatness and 
more or less dispatch. He attempted to 
offer a similar bill from the floor of the sen- 
ate and to keep it away from the banks and 
banking committee. 

Lieut. Gov. Barratt O'Hara, ruling. on an 
old point of order which had been raised over 
the anti-cigaret bill the week previously, held 
Senator Ettelson ‘could ‘not reintroduce the 
private banks bill so long as it was in com- 
mittee with no report made by the commit- 
tee. This ruling saved the day for the pri- 
vate banks tobby.. + 4+. 


Records Short of Details. 

There was a roll call in the senate as to 
whether Senator Ettelgon should be permit- 
ted to reintroduce the throttled measure. 
The vote was 29 in favor of it and 19 against 
it. Lieut: Gov. O’Hara’s ruling was that 
to become effective the affirmative should 
‘have numbered 34, or two-thirds of ‘the sen- 
ate.

TERMINAL COMMISSIONS, 

Two ordinances are to be presented to the 
city council providing for a permanent ter- 
minal commission. One, to be fathered by 
the better element, provides that the com- 
mission shall consist of Jobn F. Wallace, 
Bion J. Arnold, Paul Lazenby, Walter L. 
Fisher, and the ¢orporation counsel. 

The other, fathered by the gray wolf ele- 
ment, provides that the terminal commis- 
sion shall be appointed by the mayor, with- 
out providing who the members shall be. 

The history of the experts employed 
by the city of Chicago explains the different 
attitudes of the different council elements. 
Spoilsmen have found in “expert appoint- 
ments a lucrative field for their activities. 

We remember in the past the creation of 
the local transportation “ expert,” an office 
created years ago for the ostensible purpose 
of furnishing advice on local transportation 
questions, 

This position in the first instance was 
filled by Mayor Dunne in the person of a 
second rate dentist. Nor has either’ of 
Mayor Dunne's succeasors ever put a quali- 
fied man in that office. 

We have in our experience a “‘ harbor and 
subway commission loaded down with po- 
litical appointees who were finally driven to 
resign by public opinion, and who in their 
term of office did nothing for the city except 
spend an enormous sum of money. 

In the case which now confronts us it is 
plain that the above named commission 
could render services of enormous value to 
the city of Chicago. 

It is equally plain that a commission of 
political chairwarmers would serve only to 
interfere with the railroads’ plans and with 
the activities of competent and disinterested 

citizens. 

In behalf of Mayor Harrison it may be 
said that the first proposition should be the 
more acceptable to him. It will provide for 
a competent commission originated during 
his administration and will save him the 
pressure of self-seeking politicians, which 
must inevitably follow the passage of the 
second. 

By adopting the first plan for a terminal 
commission the city council will confer a 
benefit upon the city. 

By adopting the second, it will confer a 
minor calamity. 


SAVE THEM ALL. 

An eastern philanthropist, it is announced, 
“is planning to aid worthy families” by 
building concrete houses within convenient 
distance from the shops and factories of his 
city and renting them to certain people now 
living in congested tenements. 

The philanthropist probably does not try 
to give the impression that he has found a 
panacea for the housing problem, which is 
daily becoming more pressing and. distress- 
ing in this country. But in certain quarters 
this charitable act of his is looked upon as 
a panacea. 


that philanthropy of any kind, can solve 
the housing problem in the United States 
cannot be dispelled too quickly. The tene- 
ment evil is for the various cities and states 
to take up and to solve in a communal spirit. 
It is not only worthy families that should 
‘be saved from our slums. All families 
should be saved. It is not the worthiness 
or unworthiness of a family that aggravates 
the problem of bad housing. Bad housing 
pretty often turns children of the worthiest 
of families into decidedly un unworthy citizens. 


FOR GENERAL GOOD.

MINOR AILMENTS. 


CRO IN CHILDREN. 

IME when w2 spoke of mem- 

bra nous croup as a separate dis- 

ease. It is now known that mem- 

branous croup is due to diphtheria. 

The term “croup” is not used to 
mean an ordinary cold—nose, throat, 
bronchial tube cold—accompanied by an 
vlement of spasm. The very important 
point to determine is whether the croup 
child has diphtheria, If it has diphtheria, 
antitosin must be given quickly and the 
child must be isolated. 

If it is an ordinary croup, antitoxin 
should not be given; isolation need not be 
strict. The tendency will be to overmedi- 
cate, oyernurse, and overcare for the sick 
one. Pretty important point to decide, 
then, is it not? The important questions 
to answer quickly then are these: 

Is there diphtheria in the neighborhood? 

Is there much sore throat among the 
child’s playmates? 

Are there kernels in the neck? 

Can anything be seen on the tonsila? 

Is the child subject to croup? 

Is this attack of croup acting like other 
attacks? 

Ordinary spasmodic croup is not so seri- 
ous as it seems. A good dose of salts fol- 
lowed in four hours by a dose of castor oil 
should be given, Ordinary care for a com- 
mon cold, carried out in a well ventilated, 
well warmed, room, will be all that is 
needed for the 2 case. 


Croup is usually eee The chil- 
dren are made worse by being fussed with 
too much. They are wrapped up too much 
and the sick room is sealed too tightly. 

If the breathing gets very tight give a 
teaspoonful of sirup of ipecac. This can 
be repeated if necessary. The important 
point to decide is which of these cases is 
suspicious enough of diphtheria to make it 
imperative to have a throat culture. We 
will make headway when parents can and 
do make throat cultures.

CHILBLAINS — Susceptible persona 
should wear warm socks and warm clothes. 
They should bathe their feet frequently in 
cold water, afterward drying them thor- 
oughly. They should paint the susceptible 
area with tincture of iodine (two coats, al- 
lowing first to dry before applying second), 
either straight or — with alcohol. 


SOFT CORN S Wasn the feet carefully. 
Dry especially well. Dust well with tal- 
cum powder. Keep a clean piece of ab- 
sorbent cotton wer the toes. 


PRICKLY HEAT—Use taleum powder 
freely. If severe, wash with one part water 
and three parts alcohol. Dust afterward 
with talcum powder, or wash with lime 
water containing two drops of carbolic 
acid to the ounce.

The cause of epilepsy is not known; by this I 
mean genuine epilepsy. The typical symptom 
ie the epileptic spasm. The epileptic convulsion 
j@ easily recognized. When the spasms occur at 
night they may go unnoted for a while. 

Mild epileptic seizures may stop far short of 
typical spasms. Such may not proceed beyond a 
few minutes of dase.“

2. Regulation of the habits, especially the 
habits having to do with eating and sleeping. 

A Promotion of à healthy mental tone.

“BLOOD POISON” LOOSE TERM, 

E. A. O. writes: 1. Is there any danger 
of contracting blood poison or any other dis- 
ease by bedbugs from one person to another? 
2. Is there any difference between blood 
poison and syphilis?’ 


| REPLY. 

1. It has been claimed that typhoid fever is 
spread by bedbugs. Occasionally some one asserts 
that some disease is spread by this parasite. There 
ig no adequate proof that any disease is spread by 
bed bugs. 

2. Some speak of septicemia and pyemia as 
blood poison, Some call syphilis by that name. 
The term blood poison is loosely and usually in- 
correctly used.

PURPURA HEMORRHAGICA, 

Mrs. B. W. R. writes: Will you kindly tell 
me if there is a disease called purpura 
hemorrhagica, and, if ao, what is the cause? 
Also please tell me if it ig a serious trouble. 
My father, 65 years old, has been ill with 
kidney trouble and now the doctor calls his 
trouble by the name I mentioned, because of 
a red rash that has appeared all over his legs 
and feet.” 


REPLY. 


Yes, there ig @ condition called purpura hem- 
orrhagica. In this condition blood exudes from 
mall blood vessels. If on the surface, hemorrhage 
results. If in the skin, small hemorrhagic patches, 
red, rashilke, appear. In this condition the prin- 
cipal change is in the blood. Probably the vessel 
walls are also somewhat changed. 

Purpura is frequently present in scurvy, some- 
times in rheumatism, sore throat, kidney trouble, 
malaria, etc.

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LA MARQUISE DE FONTENOY. 


ORWAY, which each year attracts so 
many tourists from this side of the 
Atlantic, is offering this summer ad- 
ditional inducements to visitors from 
abroad in the shape of the great inter- 

pational exhibition on the shores of the 
beautiful fjord just outside the city of Chris- 
tianfa, which is to be opened by King Haakon 
and Queen Maud on May 17. The purpose of 
the exhibition is to commemorate the cen- 
ten nial of the national constitution. 

After a union of nearly 400 years between 
Norway and Denmark, the Danish king, 
Frederick VI., without consulting the Nor- 
wegians, ceded Norway to Sweden by the 
treaty of Kiel in January, 1814. 

The Norwegians refused to acknowledge the 
treaty, declaring that, while the Danish 
king might renounce his own right to the Nor- 
wegian crown, it was contrary to interna- 
tional law to dispose of an entire kingdom 
without the consent of its people. 

A netional assembly was convened at Eids- 
vold, where on May 17, 1814, a constitution, 
framed upon the constitution of the United 
States, was adopted, though it was decided to 
have a single chamber, instead of an upper 
and lower house, while the sovereign was de- 
nied the powers of veto or the right to dis- 
solve the legislature. 

The assembly, or storthing, then elected 
the Danish governor of Norway, Prince 
Christian Frederick of Denmark, their king. 
But he abdicated the throne on the invasion 
by the Swedes. 

An armistice was declared and at a con- 
vention held at Moss the Norwegian assem- 
bly consented to elect the Swedich king their 
ruler on the condition that their constitution 
of May 17 should remain intact and that Nor- 
way should be a “ free, independent, and in- 
dividual kingdom, united to Sweden under 
one king.“

The exhibition at Christiania is by no 
means the only form of the celebration of the 
one-hundredth anniversary of the constitu- 
tion that is contemplated. There will be all 
sorts of national rejoicings and festivities, 
commencing on May 17 and lasting through- 
out the summer,

Although the kingdom of Albania has only 
just come into existence and its ruler has 
been but a few days in the country, questions 
have already arisen which are bringing him 
into touch with the United States, 

Five American citizens are imprisoned at 


for some trifiing offenre, while in another 
case several American citizens have been cap- 
tured by brigands in the neighborhood of 
the town of Elbasan, situated some fifty miles 
from Durazzo. — 

So far as can be ascertained the American 
citizens in question are Albanians who emi- 
grated to America, obtained letters of na- 
turalization as citizens of the United States, 
and then returned to the land of their birth 
in order to fight for it at the time of the out- 
break of the war in the Balkans 

It is stated that a Mr. Spencer is already 
at Durazzo in behalf of the United States 


ter of these captive American citizens with 
the new king of Albania. - 

While it may be a matter of comparative 
ease for him to secure the liberation of those 
who are imprisoned at Pogradetz, it will be 
much more difficuit to secure the release of 
the United States citizens whe heve been 
catried off by the brigands. 

The fact the captives have secured letters 
of naturalization in America does not relieve 
them in the eyes of their former Albanian 
compatriots of their connection with those 
family and tribal feuds which are responetble 
for so much turbulence and bloodshed in A.

Thus, Alexandre Dumas had no end of 
trouble in connection with his historical 
novels and was mulcted in heavy damages on 
one occasion, lucky, indeed, to escape impris- 
onment, in a lawsuit instituted against him 


by the Marquis de Préfontaine. 


The marquis took exception to the fact that 
Dumas, in La Route de Varennes,” had 
asserted that his grandfather and name- 
sake had refused to shelter Louis XVI. and 
Queen Marie Antoinette on the occasion of 
their flight from Paria 

Then there was the Marquis d' Epinay St. 
Luc, who sued M. Dumas for unpleasant rer - 
erences to his ancestor, Francois de St. Luc, 
in his novel La Dame de Monsereau.”’ 

In this case, however, the courts decided 
that, inasmuch as 250 years had elapsed since 
the death of Francois de St. Luc, there was 
not sufficient evidence available to clear his 
reputation from the aspersions to which it had 
been subjected in the novel.

Dayot, the well known author and expert on 
art matters at Paris, was successfully sued 
by the Berthier de Sauvigny family for slan- 
dering the Berthler de Sauvigny who wag 
chamberlain of the city of Paris at the out- 
break of the great revolution. 

M. Dayot brought out a series of albums 
on French history, entitled Les Albums 
Iuustres.“ Under the pictures representing 
Controller ‘of the Treasury Toulom and 
Berthier de Sauvigny, both of whom were 
hanged to a lamppost by the mob shortly 
after the taking of the Bastille, the letter 
press contained a few rem ks to the eect 
that the two men richly deserved hanging. 

M. Dayot in his defense quoted texts trom 
other historians, notably Michelet, in justifi- 
cation of hisremarks. But the court declined 
to regard these as sufficient warrant and 
rendered a verdict of heavy damages against 
him and in favor of the plaintiff.

statement replying to the criticisms issued 
by the commission.

Burton 
Hanson, general counsel of the company, 
was asked yesterday when such à request 
\ will be made. He refused to comment on 
the subject, explaining that this is a ques- 
tion for further consideration. 

Mr. Hanson was then asked what he could 
say in respect to purchases of material, sup- 
plies, and fuel by the company; also in re- 
spect to favoritism in connection with the 
advancement of relatives of the officers in 
the more important positions, and also in 
respect to connection of some of the officers 
and employés with land companies. | 


Purchases Made on Bids, 

The purchases of the company are all 
made on competitive bids,“ said Mr. Hanson. 
Whenever the company is in need of ma- 
terial or supplies or fuel, a statement is pre- 
pared showing the quantity and quality re- 
quired, and the time of delivery, and the con-

cerns Which are engaged in the manufacture 
ard sale of the material or supplies needed 


with the necessary specifications, and in- 
vited to make bids. The quality being equal, 
the lowest bid is accepted. 

“Occasionally a bidder whose bid has not | 
been accepted, complains of unfair treat- 
ment and charges have been made by disap- 
pointed bidders that favoritism to relatives 
and friends of the officers of the company 
have influenced the acceptance of bids. 


Calls Charges Untrue. 

“Such charges are without foundation. 
The system under which this company makes 
its purchases precludes all favoritism, for 
all bids are passed upon by a permanent 
standing purchasing committee, composed of 
the vice president in charge of operations, 
the assistant to the president, and the pur-

as may plum cake. She claimed that they gave 
the same flavor, but she experimented long and, 
so far as known, has kept her secret.

France has long had a famous variety of 
carrot and a famous, even historic soup made 
from it, the Crecy soup. Briefly this is mashed 
carrots diluted with milk with some added fla - 
vorings. Easy and delicious soups can be so 
made.

The best news about carrots, though, sent 
out @ year or two since, was that of the fa- 
mous Metchnikoff, head of the Pasteur insti- 
tute at Paris. According to report he claimed 
that the carrot contained a sugar which kills 
a bacillus which, when present, keeps us from 
attaining the age of 100 years. 

Sugar in almost any form is soluble, easily 
so; therefore it is well to remember that we 
should not cook our carrot in any way to dis- 
solve this in the process.

The corps of officers, hardly large enough 
for eight companies, had been materially re- 
duced because of deaths, wounds, disease, 
and the officers put into volunteer regiments, 


of them necessary to handle even a well 
trained regiment of from 1,200 to 1,500 men. 

What could be done with a regiment mostly 
recruits by such a small force of officers 
can be left to the Imagination. These regi- 
ments could be called regular only in name. 


Some Improvement Gained. 

We have considerably improved on these 
conditions, in that all regiments of infantry 
now have twelve companies instead of 
eight, all regiments of cavalry twelve troops 
instead of ten; we have six regiments of field 
artillery, or thirty-six batteries, instead of 
fourteen batteries, with no battalion or regi- 
mental organization, and all organizations 
doing service outside of the United States 
have now been raised to a war strength. 

This, however, does not alter the fact that 
the regular troops; which we would have to 
use, should we enter Mexico, have not the 
strength which they should have. either as 
regards the number of regiments or the num- 
ber of men and officers to a regiment. 

Furthermore, if we raise them to a war 
strength, it will have to be done in the same 
old inefficient way. That 18, by adding green 
men and green horses.

REPRISALS COULD BE EXPECTED 


| BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN, 


Washington, D. C., March 11.—[Special. }— 
Had not President Wileon recommended the 


repeal of the law exempting American coast- 


wise ships using the Panama canal from the 
payment of tolls, foreign nations would have 
inaugurated a series of reprisals most harm- 
ful to American commerce. 

It developed today that in making his rec- 
ommendation the president not only had in 
mind the necessity of placating Great Britain 
in order that he might pursue unhampered 
| his policies with reference to Mexico and Ja- | 
pan, but also the grave probability that prac- 
tically the entire commercial world was pre- 
paring to enter into a combination to check 
and embarrass American trade. 

Treaties in force with twenty-eight inde- 
pendent countries provide that there shall be 
| equal treatment of vessels flying American 
and fereign flags in the use of American 
porte. These treaties are reciprocal in char- 
+ acter and prescribe that American vessels 
shall be subject in the foreign ports to no 
other or higher tonnege duties or charges . 
than are paid by the native vessels. 


Treaty with Great Britain. 

Article II of the treaty of 1815 with Great 
Britain, for example, contains the following 
provision: sy 

No higher or other duties or charges he 
be imposed in any of the ports of the United 
States on British vessels than those payable 
in same ports by vessels of the United States: 
nor in the ports of any of his Britannic majes- 
ty’s territories in Europe on the vesselsof the 
United States than shall be payable in the 
same ports on British vessels.”’ 

This policy of equality has been well fixed 
in American practice. Immediately follow- 
ing the Franco-Prussian war, the French 
adopted a project to revive their merchant 
marine, and as its cardinal principle declared 
that the duties on the tonnage of foreign ships 
arriving in France should be larger than the 
duties on French ships, one of the first na- 
tions to meet this discrimination was the 
United States. President Grant immediate- 
ly issued a proclamation declaring that 
French ships coming to American ports 
should pay higher charges than American, 
This action had the effect of causing Franee 
to cease its discrimination. 


Canal Same as Harbor. 

The fact that harbors and waterways have 
been improved by the United States at the 
‘cost of hundreds of millions of dollars has 
not been regarded as a reason for discrimi- 
nation in charges. Indeed, such discrimina- 
tion would only have led to friction with 
foreign governments and retaliation. 

The Panama canal has been built by the 
United States primarily for its own benefit. 
It desired the waterway not only for the 
service of its own commerce, but for that of 
the world, and also to increase the efficiency 
of the American navy and to strengthen our 
military power. 

As an American waterway it is on the 
same plane in the eyes of the world, so far 
as charges for its use are concerned, as 
are the harbors of the United States. If 
any discriminatory tolls or duties should be 
levied, the countries having reciprocal navi- 
gation treaties with us would feel justified in 
denouncing those conventions and in dis- 
criminating against American ships and the 
cargoes of American goods they carried. 


Need for Foreign Trade. 

There is no doubt that the welfare of the 
American people will be largely influencedin 
the future by the development of our for- 
eign as weil as coastwise trade. We have 
reached the stage in our national life where 
we must look more and more across the seas 
for markets in which to sell our products 
and buy the goods we need. We are ceas- 
ing to be a food exporting nation, and are 
becoming a food importing nation. 

It follows that we cannot afford to create 
a condition abroad which will injuriously at- 
fect our commerce. The total trade of the 
United States for the twelve months ending 
Dec. 81 last was valued at $4,277,000,000. 

Of this amount our exports amounted te 
$2,484,000,000, and the imports to 51,79 , 000, 
000. The excess of exports over imports was 
$691,000,000. Our trade has been steadily in- 
creasing, being $660,000,000 more for the last 
calendar year than it was for the calendar 
year 1911. Obviously, the United States 
should not adopt any policy which will check 
this growth or cause any considerable fall 


ing off. 
Equality Policy of U. . 

The policy of the United States in favor of 
equality of treatment was declared as a world 
principle in China and Morocco at the time 
the Panama canal was begun. Through the 
activities of Secretary of State John Hay alt 
the powers of the world agreed to observe 
this principle in China, and the European 
powers agreed to do so with reference te 
Morocco.
